them; and aman that would listen to 
the voice of the Lord and follow the 
teachings of heaven, always was de- 
spised, and considered to be of the 
foolish class—Paul proves this fact, 
when he says, “We are made as the 
filth of the world—the cff-scouring ol 
all things unto this day.’ 
am aware, that a rehearsal of vis- 
ions of argels at this day, is us i: con- 
sistent with a portion of mankind as it 


formerly was, after ull the Loast of 


this wise goneration in the knowledge 
of the truth; but there is a uniformity 
so complete, that on the reflection, one 
ie led to rejoice that it is so. 

In my last | gave an imperfect dee 
scription of the angel, and’ was oblig- 
ed to do so, for the reason, that my 
pen would fail to describe an angel fp 
his glory, or the glory of God.

And then let 
me ask nine questions first. 

Aro the angels now in glory, the 
former prophets and servants of God? 
Secondly: Are they brethren of these 
who keep hig commandments on earth? 
and thirdly# have brethreh and fleshlv 
kindred, in the kingdom of God, feels 
ings of respect and condescension 
enough to speak to each other, though 
one may be in heaven and the other 
on the earth? 

Fourthly: If angels are ministering 
spirits. sent forth to minister for those 
who shall be heirs of salveticn will 
they not minister for those heirs? and 
if they do willany know 
t 

Sisthiy: Wyil Michael, the archs-- 
gel, the great prince stand yp im ihe 
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iast days for Israol? Seventhly: will 
he defend them from their enemies? 
E:ghtly will he lead them, as they were 
once lead; and ninthly, if so will he be 
seen? ‘These questions leave with- 
out answering, because ther easoning is 
so plain, and so many might be brought. 
that, they must be at hand iu the heart 
and mind of every saint. But to the

The great plan of redempton being 
prepared. before the fall of man, and 
thé salvation of the human family be- 
ing as precious in the sight of the Lord 
at ons time as at another, before 
the Messiah came inthe ficsh and was 
crucified, as after the gospel was 
preached, and many were found obe- 
dient to the same. This gospel being 
the. same from tho begining, its or- 
dinances were also unchangeable.— 
Men were commanded to repent and 
be baptized {by water inthe nme of 
the Lord: and were then blessed with 
the Hcly Spirit. The Holy Spirit be- 
ing thus given, men were enabled to 
look forward to the time of the coming 
of the Son of Man, an! to rejoice in 
that day. because through that sacrilice 
they looked fora remission of their 
sivs, and for their redemption. 

Had it not been for this plan of sal- 
vation, which God devised before the 
fall: man must have remained miser- 
able forever, after transgressing the 
first commandment, because in conse- 
quence of that transgression he had 
rendered himself unworthy the pres- 
ence of his Maker. He being there- 
fore cast out, the gospel was preached, 
and this hope of eternal life was set 
before him; by the ministering of an- 
gels who delivered it as they were 
commanded 

Not only did the ancients Jook for- 
ward to the tims of the comitg of the 
Messiah in the flesh, with delight, but 
there was another day for which they 
prayed. Knowing, as they did, that 
the fall had brougat upcn them death 
and that may was sensual and evil, 
they longed for aday wien the earth 
might again rest, aud appeir as in the 
beg nning—wicn evil nicht be un- 
known upon i's face, and all creation 
enjoy ons undsturbed peace for a 
thousand wears. 

This beinz sought for in faith, it 
pleased the Lord to covenant with them 


to rell on hig purposes until he should 
bring it to pass—and though many 
generations were to be gathered to 
their fathers, yet the righteous, those 
who should. in their lives, embrace the 
gospel, and live obedient to his require- 
ments, rise ard inherit it during this 
reign of peace. 

From time to time tha faithful ser- 
vants of the Lord have endeave red to 
raise up a people who shou'd be found 
worthy to inherit this rest, (for it was. 
called the rest of the righteous or the 
day of the Lord's rest, prepared fur ihe 
righteous;) but were not able to sanc- 
tify them that thev cou'd endure the 
presence of the Lord. excepting Enoch, 
who with his people, for their righte- 
ousness, were taken into heaven, with 
a promise that they should yet sce that 
day when the whole earth should be 
covered with gory. 

Moses labored diligent:y to effect 
this object, but in consequence of the 
transgressions and rebellions of the 
‘chi.dren of Isracl, God swore in his 
wrath that they spould not center into 
his rest; and in consequence of this 
decree, and their transgressions since, 
they have becn scattered to the four 
winds, and are thus to remain till the 
Lord gathers them in by his own power, 

Tou remnant of them the gospel was 
preached by the Messiah in person, 
out they rejected his voice, though it 
was raised daily among thom. The 
apostles continued to hold forth the 
same; after the crucifixion and resur- 
rection of the Lord Jesus, until they 
would hear it no longer; and then they 
were commanded to turn to the ue ntiles. 

They however labored faithfully to 
turn that people from error; that they 
might be the nappy partakers of mercy, 
and save themselves frum the impend- 
ing storm that hung over them. They 
were command:d to preach Jesus 
Christ night aud diy; to preach through 
him the resurrec:ion from the dead— 
to declare that all who would embr ice 
‘the gospel, repent, aud be buptized 
ior the remission of their sins, should 
‘be saved—to declare that this was the 
joaly sure foundation on which they 
‘could build and be safe—that God had 
\ngain vis.ted his peop'e in conse- 
|quence of his covenant with their fa- 
jthers, and that if they would they 
migut be the first who should receive 
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these. giad tidings and have the un- 
joy of carrviog the sume to 
all people; for before the day of rest 
comes, it must go to all nations, kin- 
dreds and tongues. — 

But in consequence of their rejecting 

the gospel, the Lord sutiered tiem tu 
be again scattered; their lund to be 
wasted and their beautiful city to be 
trodden duwn of the Gentiles, until 
their time should be fulfilled. 
In the last days, t» fulfill the prom- 
ises to the ancient prophets, when the 
Lord is to pour out his Spirit upon all 
flesh, he has determined to biing to 
light His gospel, tothe Gentiles, that 
it may go to the house of Isriel,— 
This. gospel has been perverted and 
men have wandered in darkness.— 
Thit commission given to the aposiles 
at Jerusalem, so cisy to be understood, 
has been hid from the world, because 
of evil, and the honest havo been lead 
by the designing, till there are none to 
be found who are practicing the ordi- 
nances of the gospel, as they wore an- 
ciently delivered. 

But the time has now arrived, io 
which accord.ng to his covenants, the 
Lord will manilest & the faithful that 
he is the same to-day and forever, and 
that the. cup of suffering of ‘his people, 
the house of Israel, is nearly fulfilied; 
and that the way may be prepared be- 
fore their face he will bring to the

it was preached by his servants on this 
land, and manifest to the obedient the 
truth of the same, by the power of the 
Holy Spirit: for the time is near when 
his sons and daughters will prophésy. 
old men dream dreams, and young 
men see visions, and those who are 
thus favored will be such as embrace 
the gospel as it was delivered in old 
times, and they shall be blessed with 
signs following. | 
Farther on the subject of the gather- 
ing of Isracl. Th.s was perfectly un. 
derstood by all the ancient prophets. 
Moses prophesied of the affliction which 
should come upon that. people even 
after the coming of the Messiah, where 
he said: and evil will befall you in the 
latter days; because yc will do evil in 
the sight of the Lord, to provoke himto 
anger through the work of your hands. 


‘Connecting this with a prophecy in the 


song whieh follows: Which was given to 


Moses in the tabernacle—remembering 
the expression—‘‘in the latter days” — 
whers the Lord foretels all their evil, 
and their being rece.ved to mercy, to 
such as seek the peace of Israel much 
instruction may be gained. It is as fol- 
lows:— 

“I will heap mischiefs upoa them; I 
will spend my arrows upon them.— 
They shall be burnt wth hunger and 
devoured with burning heat: 1 will 
also send the teeth of beasts upon 
them, with the poison of serpents of 
the du-t. The sword without, and ter- 
ror within, shall destroy both the ear 
man and the viryin, the suckling wit 
the man of gray hairs.”

But it is necessary in order to a clear 
understanding of the gospel, that wo 
shoutd have a correct understanding 
of its origin, and of ite progress among

Let me here observe, that whatever}tother foundation could any man la 


the gospel was, it now is, and ever will 
be, that it has not nor will it change: 
its laws are the same; its ordinances 
are the same: its institutions are the 
same; its commands are the same, and 
its regulations are the same, whatever 
it required of one man in order to ob- 
tain eternal life, it required of all men, 
and that in every age of the world, and 
will require the same until all shall be 
gathered that will be gathered, and 
those who have obeved its requisitions 
enter into the rest, which God has pre- 
pared for them. And it is not only the 
same yesterday, to-day, and forever, 
and/ changes not: but it is the only 
acheme of things by which any por- 
tion of the human family has been, or 
will be saved; for it is only by virtue 
of the gospel that salvation was ever 

roclaimed among men, from first to 
ast; for by it life and immortality came 
to light; so says Paul, 2d, Timothy 1: 
15, andas the knowledge of life and 
immortality is essential to salvation, it 
is easily seen, that there could be no 
salvation without ths gospel,and not 
only without the gospel, but without 
the knowledge of it also; for how could 
a man have faith in that of which he 
never heard. 

Seeing life and immortali- 
ty came to light by the l, and 
without the knowledge of fife and im- 
mortality no person could be saved; 
there can no difficulty exist on the 
minds of any of the human family, un- 
less they create one where none really 
exists as tothe time tae gospel was 
promulgated to man; it must have been 
promulgated as early as life and im- 
mortality was known, and they were 
known ever since the time that salva- 
tion was proclaimed among the family 
of man; for salvation isa matter of 
faith, and faith cannot exist in relation 
to it without hearing the word of the 
Lord, for it is by hearing the word of 
the Lord, that faith ia relation to sal- 
vationcomes. As far back then as we 
date salvation, so far back we date the 
proclamation of the gospol to man; and 
it must be so unless it can be proven 
that God had more ways than one of 


than that which is laid, which is Christ 
Jesus, and Peter says that there is no 
other name given under heaven among 
men, by which they can be saved but 
in the name of Christ Jesus. 

May we not reason a little upon this 
subject. Let us ask then, what was 
the most important thing which God 
could communicate to his creature man? 
The answer is, the thing which would 
save him; if God ever at any time con-- 
descended to speak to man, there tan 
no good reason be shewn why he did 
not communicate to him the things 
which were of the greatest consequence | 
to him, and as God always acts accor- 
ding to reason and never against it we 
may conclude that he did declare unto 
man the gospel or the way by which 
he was to be saved: but what would 
be very strange would be that there 
should be a great number of persons 
saved in the earlier ages of the world, 
and yet not know how they were sav- 
ed, be savedin ignorance! It would 
be equaliy as strange that prophets, 
such as Enoch for instance, the sev- 
enth from Adam, could prophesy of 
the second coming of Christ and of his | 
judging the world, and yet not know of 
his first coming and of his ‘dying for 
the world. And what would be stran- 
ger still would be, that men could be 
saved by faith, and yet never hear, nor 
know, of the way of salvation through ~ 
the blood of the Lamb. This would 
ve believing without hearing, and be- 
ing saved without understanding, and | 
having faith without hearing the word 
of God, orin other words it would be 
believing on him of whom. they had 
not heard,. or else it would be hearing 
without a preacher, and if it were any 
of these things, it would put the shame 
on all the sacred writers, and expose 
them to just ridicule. But while it is 
written in the pages of the divine ora- 
cles, that salvation is of faith, and men 
caniot have faith in a being of whom 
they have not heard, nor hear without 
one to tell them, ora preacher, and 
that life and immortal:ty came to light © 
by the gospel, and that Abel waaa 
prophet, and that Enoch the seventh 


aving mankind, and‘ dothis Paul mustiifrom Adam was translated, and that 
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God saves men by the gospel and no- 
thing else, for whatever wijl save men 
iq gospel; so long as it will be believed 
by every thipkifig man.that, the gospel 
Was made known tothe ancients as 
well as tous. But what seems to put

tiqnity of the gospel proclamation is, 
that the apostle Paul says that the gos-

There are some other considera- 
tions which force the conclusion on 
the mind, that the ancients had the 
gospel among them, ana that is, that 
according to the sacred record the 
fruits of it abounded among them as 
far back as tothe davs of Abel, If 
we inquire what are the things which 
attend the gospel; we will find that 

hecying wasone thing, and we 
are told that Abel was'a prophet, for 
the Savior said tothe Jews, that the 
blood of all the prophets should be .re- 
quired at their hands, from the blood 
of righteous Abel to the blood of Zach- 
arias. Mathew 23:34, 35 verses, 
Enoch was aiso a prophet; for he fure- 
told of the second advent as recorded 
by Jude. Who does not know, that 
when the apostles proclaimed the gos- 
pel, they promised to those who receiv- 
ed it that they should prophesy, sceing 
thea that prophesying was a fruit of 
the gospel who can help szeing that it 
was by virtue of it that ‘men prophesi- 
ed, we cinnot see where there can be 
a risk in believing that wherever there 
are or were prophets, there the gospel 
is, or was, and one strong reason 
which confirms this belief is that when- 
ever the gospel is lost propliesying is 
lost also; this generation is all the 
proof we need on this subject fur if 
weask why has prophesying ceased 
in this generation? the answer is, be-

- is begining to talk; this has caused a 
great excitement, many come from 
various towns to see the person upon 
whom this great miracle has been 
wrought, and io enquire of her parants 
concerning it while the gnemies of 
truth are doing their utmost to make 
peaple belcive that no miracle has been 
wrought, some have offered to swear 
that the child is deaf and dumb still, 
and others agsert that the child began 


to hear and speak before the Mormons 


ever saw it: thus like the false wit- 
ness that came against Christ—their 
testimony does not agree together, but 
the parents of the child, (like the par- 
ents of him that was blind) testifies 
(and their -testomony is backed by 
many of their neighbors both in the 
church and out) “this is our child, and 
she was both deaf and dumb, when we 
embraced ‘Mormonism,’ but now she 
both hears and speaks.” 

I held a debate in Attica about two
